(I'm told by a Texan of my acquaintance that "All y'all" is 
the correct plural for "y'all.) 


I just lately discovered one last, I hope, piece of sabotage 
in my HQ-180. The previous owner had set the bfo knob on 
the capacitor shaft so that when the dot on the knob lined 
pu with the center frequency, the capacitor was all the way 
closed! Obviously that is not what Hammarlund intended. I 
realigned the knob so that when the pointer is on the +3 kc 
mark, the condenser is all the way closed. Is this correct, 
or should it be closed at the -3 kc mark? I'd appreciate an 
HQ-180 owner having a peek and letting me know. 


In case you're interested, the other piece of sabatoge was a 
small value mica condenser soldered across the 15.35 to 30 
mc oscillator coil. No adjustment I could make would get 
the oscillator anywhere near aligned on the high end of that 
range, and it wasn't until I looked around carefully did I 
find the added capacitor that was fouling things up. Wonder 
why the previous owner did it?

> The front panel connector cover is broken... 

I'm not sure what you mean here. 

Assuming the unit does not have an unusual accessory drawer, 
the only "connector" on the front should be the antenna. 
There is a connector within the drawer in the bottom 

center of the front panel. There is a photo of 


how the front of this receiver should look 

at www.arc5.com. 

If the accessory drawer has been destroyed, I can supply 
a replacement for a small amount, plus a pledge that the 
drawer will not be drilled and stripped for controls, 
which should be connected through the rear connector 

and installed in the 24 VDC supply. 


> The VFO tuning knob is gone... 

The units were designed to either be remotely tuned from the pilot's 
position via a spline cable which engaged the threaded collar, 

or to be "lock-tuned" on the ground and not adjustable in flight. 
Factory tuning knobs are scarce. Improvision is the answer. 


> ...where to get connection information for the front and rear 
> connectors... as well as connectors, themselves. 

Rear connector, viewed from the rear of the radio: 

Open space up. Start at the right and count clockwise: 
1. Ground 

. Audio Out, either 4000 or 300 ohms 

. Gain control (50 K to ground) 

BFO on/off (SPST to ground) 

. Screen voltage (test point only) 

+24-28 VDC (2 amps) 

(center pin) B+ test point (from dynamotor) 


NO oO BW ND 


Connector in the front adapter drawer: 
Eight pins, counted COUNTER-clockwise, 
jumper pins 6 and 7. The adapter drawer will do this. 


Connectors for the rear occasionally surface, but you'll 

do better to look around for a rack. They aren't too hard 
to find these days and sell for between $25 and $40 at fests. 
If not, you can improvise here as well 

by removing the miniature banana pins from a junker 

receiver. You can make a pretty good connector from 

one of the RF coil plugs. 

I can send you a junker for the costs of shipping. 


> Is white lithium grease suitable for the dynamotor bearings? 

You need a good high speed bearing grease. White Lithium won't do. 
I use a synthetic wheel bearing grease from Mobil Oil Company 
available at any of their stations. It's purple. 

Clean the old, stiff grease out and repack with this stuff. 

Don't lose the shims- they must go back in just as they came out. 


> Is this tuning knob the same as the one 
> for the transmitter? 


Transmitter tuning knobs are secured via a spline set screw 
and do not fit the receivers. 


> Someone put masking tape on the rear of the unit about a thousand 

> years ago, and the adhesive is now working too well; the tape is not 
> releasing, at all. Any hints for removal? 

I wouldn't use the harsh chemical removers. They'd remove the 

factory markings from the rear of the unit as well. 

Set the unit with it's rear skirt up. 

Wet a sponge and ring it out so it is damp, but not "drippy." 

Leave the sponge on the masking tape over night. Two or 

three treatments may loosen the tape where you can remove it. 

If not, the chemical stuff like "Goof-Off" may be your only answer.

Philippines. Several have views of xveryx large towers at maybe Corregidor?? 
with cross beams at the very top. Most of the Navy buildings are light wood 
construction, up on stilts, with big, breeze catching windows, but there's one 
shot of a huge stone pavilion or palace type (radio?) building, looking 

more like 

the huge broadcast establishments one saw in Europe at this time. Any ideas, 
idendifying keys, or references i could consult to view more of these areas? 
Also, photo restoration, how good is it for restoring details that are fading 
away?

The HRO probably dates the time of use as well as anything. As to the call 
letters WXFJ and KBNU are those of ships. Unfortunately the ITU List of 
Ship Stations is indexed by ship name, not call letters. So, while those 
calls are probably somewhere in my 1966 edition finding them would be a 
daunting task. 


KFS is the current Globe Wireless station south of San Francisco (no longer 
active on Morse), formerly of ITT and Mackay. KLB near Seattle is now a 
Globe Wireless station, formerly an independent and before that an ITT 
station. When I visited them several years ago before they were taken over 
by Globe and remoted to KFS they were a one man operation using home brew 
transmitters. The most amazing station in this regard that I visited was 
WSC in Tuckerton, NJ. A far cry from the WSC or RCA days this station used 
Drake R-7 receivers on what I remember as card tables with Henry 
transmitters in the next room. 


Regarding the frequencies listed none of them are assigned to KFS or KLB 
but may have been Morse calling and/or working frequencies. If so the band 
segment assigned for this purpose was different at that time since the 
currently the 6Mc. calling frequency band for Morse is from 6277.0 to 
6280.5kc/s and the working frequency band is from 6285.0 to 6300.0kc/s.

Careful readers of these pages may recall that I'm involved (along with Tom 
Horsfall, WA60PE) in the restoration of RCA Radiomarine 4U radio console 
from the WWII Victory ship SS Rider Victory. The entire console from 
autoalarm to emergency transmitter including the HF and main transmitters 
and receivers in between have been returned to operational status. The 
console is to be part of a permanent exhibit on maritime communications at 
the San Francisco Maritime Museum. 


On 23 September we disassembled the console into its component panels and 
trundled each one out to the sidewalk in front of the museum. Then, using 
a crane, we hoisted each panel to the second floor roof and from there into 
the replica of the ship's radio room that will be their permanent home. We 
held our breath for a moment but... yes!... each panel mounted perfectly on 
the mounting frame in the floor that had been fabricated according to the 
original blueprint. 


The radio room is an amazingly accurate reporduction of the original. The 
poured concrete deck and the overhead have the sale slope they did on the 
ship. Welding beads have been accurately re-created. The door to the 
battery room, although false, looks just as if it was cut with a torch from 
the bulkhead - which the original was. Even the stains on the floor of the 
original radio room have been re-created with evidence that a little pool 
of... something... once accumulated in the outboard corner of the room. 


On Monday of this week Tom and I attached the operating table to the 
console and rigged the transmitting and receiving antennas (a long wire and 
a doublet just as in the original instllation, made with the original 
insulators). 


We threw the transfer switch to the HF transmitter and started the 
motor-generator. This runs on 120VDC and provides high voltage for the 
transmitter plates (a pair of 813s) and AC for the filament transformer. 
In better days it provided 500cps to a modulation transformer for A2 
operation but this, alas, was removed in some long ago update. The 
motor-generator and it came up to speed in steps with the clockwork 
governing mechanism clicking away just as it should. We adjusted the 
rheostats for 1400V HV and 10V for the filaments. All seemed well. 


We engaged crystal position number 1 (now re-crystaled for 7037kc/s, our 
primary operating frequency) and keyed the transmitter. We carefully 


adjusted the buffer, plate tuning, antenna inductance and other controls 
watching for grid drive on one meter and a dip in plate current on another. 
A glance at the RF Ammeter showed movement. Further adjustments showed 
some real power. There was only one thing left to do: call CQ. 


The 40m band sounded very active. Perhaps that was because the receiver is 
quite broad so I was hearing many more stations at once than I'm used to, 
even on my BA receivers. Nevertheless I plunged ahead and rapped out a 
snappy 4 x 3 CQ with the original straight key screwed to the operating 
table and signed. I was answered by KB6JMJ/6, Tom, in a trailer in Big 
Sur, CA. When I told him what he was listening to he understood 
immediately and had many questions to ask. But the main thing was that Tom 
was the first QSO this equipment had had in more than 30 years. Thanks, 
Tom, for being there. 


After signing with Tom I was called by N5XPZ, Bill in San Antonio, TX. He 
had been reading the mail and wished us the best. 


By this time several folks had been drawn up the the unfinished radio room 
from the museum social event below. Clearly there were radiomen among them 
as I heard appreciative chuckles from time to time over the audio from the 
receiver and the whine of the MG set. They said later thay had stopped in 
the middle of cocktails downstairs as those two sounds reached their ears. 


Finally we shut down. I looked around at nothing but smiles. It was a 
great night - an absolutely great night.

NO ONE's attachments will make it through to 
the list! So, just don't so it... 


If you all recall, each month I have sent out a reminder that only 
plain text postings should be sent through the BoatAnchors list... the 
reasons are many and varied, but it is just good ettiquete for a large 
email list with international members and who knows what kinds of mail 
readers... 


Since most mailers just default to settings that give the list 
problems, and because we have experienced a few "problems" when 
attachments of HUGE size were sent through the list, Phil and I 
developed a filter that was fine tuned very nicely by one of our 
members... 


The filter detects Attachments, it detects vcards, it detects HTML 
("pretty print") and when it finds one of those affending formats, it 
TRUNCATES the rest of the message (in Tom's case, ALL his message) and 
substitutes the rather descriptive: 


KKK KK KK KKK KKK 
FORBIDDEN MESSAGE FORMAT
